Afriean Slave Trade is again an established 
faot—is one of the branches of Southern 
commerce; and although it will not be as 
openly carried on as the trade in cotton or 
sugar, it will nevertheless be followed in the 
future with as much morc energy as its re- 
turns are larger in proportion to the capital 
employed. 


Let no one be startled from his propriety 
by this assertion. The laws of the United 
States, it is true, declare the African Slave- 
Trade to be Piracy. 80, aleo, do the laws of 
Spain and Brazil ; and yet, slave ships pour 
thousands of Africans annually into Cuba 


and the ports of Brazil, And why? Be- 


cause the trade is profitable to those who en- 
gage in it, and the moral sentiment of the 
people tolerates it. For precisely the 
same reasons will the trade become 
active upon our southern seaboard. 
That purchasers were found on Pearl and the 
Savannah Rivers for the two pioneer cargoes, 
la not more truly an indication of the deteri- 
oration of moral sentimeat among the people 
of the slavebolding States, on this subject, 
than a thousand other well known facts. In 
the last two or three Southera Commercial 
Conventions the reopening of the Slave 
Trade has been warmly and earnestly 


_ advocated: The propriety and justice 


of repealing existing laws against it 
has beon urged in several of the State Leg 
islatures of the South. At the present time 
there is u resolution pending in the South 
Carolina Legislature, declaring that Congress 


das no right under the Constitution to pro- 


hibit the introduction of slaves from Africa, 
that the law declaring this trade to be Pira- 
ey isan infringement upon natural right, 
that it is an unjust reflection upon the char- 
acter of the people of the South who hold, 
breed, buy and sell slaves, and that it ought 
to be repealed. At the ame time leading 
journals advocate be re-opening of the trade, 
learned professors and divines write books 
in defence of Slavery, and the pulpit is con- 
verted inte a political hustings to prove that 


un an institution of divine origin, having 


full authority from the Bible. 

It would be strange indeed if, under theese 
circumstances and the universal dominance 
of the Democratic party in the slaveholuing 
States, the moral sentiment of the masses 
should continue inimical to the Slave Trade, 
aud the law declariag it Piracy be anychieg 
more than a dead letter. We have just had 
® practical illustation of the fact that this 
law is inoperative at the South. The slave 
ship Echo was captured at sea a few weeks 
since and brought into Charleston, South 
Carolina. The slaves were returned to Afri- 
ca by the general government in the face of 
an almost universal protest from the people 
of that State. The offieers of the ala ver were 


_ imprisoned by United States officers, The 


testimony was entirely and confessed- 
ly conclusive against them; but a 


South Carolina grand jury refused to find a 


bill agalost them, and not a siagle southern 
paper that we have yet seen dares condemn 
the action of the grand jury. While this is 
true of Sou-h Carolina jaried, what are the 
facts in regard to Mississippi and Georgia ia 
which slaves have been landed? Have any 
them un._to 
who pur - 
chased them well knowing that they 
were fresh importations from Africa—to ar- 
rest the officers and crews of the ships who 
landed them, or their agents who dispersed 
them through the country in search of pur- 
chasers? None of these things have been 
done, nor will be, and for the very good rea- 
son that the moral sentiment of the South is 
completely debauched upon this subject. 

In the future prosecution of the trade, it 


will only be necessary to keep a sharp look- 


eut for American war-steamers and revenue- 
to land cargoes on uafrequented 

parts of the coast, and rapidly distribute, 
them among dealers who are in waiting, and 
who know beforehand where to find purchas- 
‘ors.

Dounoil to be imprisoned one month and to 
pay a fine of 1,000 francs ; in default of pay- 
ment to be imprisoned one year,” The hive- 
liest interest was feit in England for the re- 
sult of the prosecution of Montalembert, and 
the excitement in Paris, though not of the 
olamorous sort by any means, was deep and 
intense, The most rigid orders were issued 
by the Emperor, to prevent the details of the 
trial from tramspiring out of doors. By some 
means, however, the Manchester Guardian ro- 
ceived an interesting report of the proceed- 
ings inside the Star Chamber—a portion of 
which, embracing a glowing summary of the 
argument of the counsel for the accused, we 
publish elsewhere. 

M. De Montalembert is a scion of a noble 
house, a Catholic, an Ex-Senator, and a man 
of letters. He took the oath of allegiance to 
the new dynasty Immediately after the coup 
at. His notions of civil liberty seem to 
have been narrowed to a constitutional mon- 
archy, securing the righta of the people, as 
fo England, through Lords aad Commons. 
When the estates of the House of Orleans 
were confiscated by the Emperor, he signified 
his dissent by resigning his Senatorehip. 
From this time forth he was actively hated 
by the man whose perjury and treason be had 
Himself connived at. The dislike was re- 
turned with the dignity and resolution of a 
gentleman.

New Gold Regionse-Laramic Tere 
ific Railroad. ‘

The history of the California, Australia and 
Fraser River gold excitements, is likely to be 
quite fully reprodaced the coming spring, on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains, in Kansas 
and Nebraska ; and it is but wisdom on the part 
of our Government to take advantage of the pe- 
riod of calm that must intervene, on account of 
the inclement season, to provide those restraints 
of goverument that are so necessary to prevent 
scenes of anarchy and confusion that will other- 
wise certainly occur. The organization ol a pew 
Territorial government for that region, will un- 
questionably be demanded for this parpose, as the 
remoteness of the settlement from any present or- 

community, and the want of indentity of 
interest with all of them, render it impossible 
that the present Territorial governments should 
Meet the wants of the case. The people of that 
region have already moved in the matter, beld a

A serious misunderstanding has occurred 
among the printing spoilsmen here. Wendell 
bas refased to comply with the demands of 
Steadman, who is nominal Printer to the Mouse.
